SCHOOL BOARD 


ASKS FOR 


TOWN MEETING 
IN NOVEMBER 


Facts and figures presented by 
Superintendent of Schools Walter 
Pierce at ‘Monday night's informal 
meeting with Selectmen, School 
Finance, and Permanent Building Com. 
mittees, indicated a growing need 
for expanded school facilities. 
Research conducted by Pierce called 
for a ‘Total Building Program’ cen- 
tered about the construction of a new 
high school 
In line with the presentation, Chair- 
man John Brooks of the School Com: 
mittee submitted a proposal to the 
Selectmen for a Special Town Meet 
ing in November to resolve the high 
school question. Voters would be asked 
at that time if they wanted to go 
ahead with plans for building a high 
school, 
‘The Total Building Program hinges 
on a new high school. The present 
high school could then be used for 
intermediate level students, and junior 
high buildings could house elemen 
tary grades. Pierce reported this 
would require only minor changes in 
present school buildings 
Based ‘on projected enrollments, the 
presentation indicated an estimated 
16000 plus school students by 1978 
More than 11,000 are presently 
enrolled. 
State standards call for approxi- 
mately 155 square feet per high 
school student which means a total 
of 260,000 square feet, would be 
ary for a new high school in 
The cost of’ such a building 
would be $13.5 million by Pierce's 
figures, allowing $50 per square foot 
The target date for opening anew 
high school would be September 1973. 


By then, there would be an esti- 

ed 3365 children in the elemen- 
tary grades including kindergarten. 
and more than 900 in the inter- 
mediate level. 

This would necessitate 30 more ele- 
mentary classrooms and eight more 
junior high rooms, The former 
figure is based on 25 pupils per 
room and the latter on 20 pupils 
per room. 

Three elementary schools, Swain, 
Walker, and Whitfield, would be 
phased out of the school system 
due to their age and small accomo- 
dations, 

Figures were also presented on the 
cost of building additions to present 
schools to handle the projected stu- 
dent increase. The total cost 
was estimated at $12,315,000 and was 
broken down into figures of $3,375,000 
for elementary schools, $1,040,000 
for intermediate schools and $7,900,000 
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for the present high school building 

Prior to the presentation. Town 
Counsel Alan Altman reported that 

preliminary appraisal of the Roberts 

ate by an unnamed appraiser set 
the property value at $125,000. Altman 
emphasized that the figure was only 
a preliminary appraisal and that a 
more detailed inspection of the pro- 
perty would be necessary should the 
town vote to go ahead with the build: 
ing plan. 

He further explained that the use of 
‘874 funds was limited to ‘current 
expenditures’, meaning no such aid 
could be received for the building of 
a new school. This:places the mat 
ter before the voters who can elect 
to allocate funds returned to the town 
from the state for the initial plan- 
ning costs. 

Selectman James Banda added that 
he thought Wilmington could expect 
to receive between $15,000 and $20,000 
of $7 million raised by the state 
sales tax. 

Robert Michelson, Chairman of the 
Permanent Building Committee, raise 
a question concerning an alternative 
plan for submittal at the Town Meet- 
ing in November 

He suggested that the School Com- 
mittee should spend some time de- 
vising another solution to the student 
population increase in the event 


the Townsmen rejected the Total Build- 


ing Plan. He didn’t think enough de- 
tail had been given to the alterna- 
tive of adding on to the existing 
buildings. 

Superintendent Pierce answered that 
the implementation of dual sessions 
could become necessary if some-

Dear Sir: 

“Traffic Supervisors won't stand in 
the middle of Shawsheen Avenue but 
for their own safety stay over near 
the ‘slush shop’ was a statement made 
at the Selectmen's Meeting on Mon- 
day, Sept. 14th. I would like to explain 
a few things to the woman who made 
that staternent. 

On Wednesday - Thursday - Friday, 
the first three days of school, there 
were at times as many as four Traf- 
fic Supervisors near the ‘slush shop’ 
One of the four was our sergeant, who 
checks out any trouble spot in town, 
especially a new school, in order to be 
aware of the specific problems at that 
location. Two of the Supervisors were 
new recruits who are presently being 
trained, and are expected to work a 
few days at each location in town 
On those three days they were help- 
ing to school the children to walk on 
the correct side of the street and in 
single file. The other Traffic Super- 
visor near the ‘slush shop’ was my- 
self, the regular Traffic Supervisor 
at the Shawsheen School 

I stand in the middle of Shawsheen 
Avenue when there are children to be 
crossed, I also stand at the entrance 
of Hopkins Street, to prevent cars 
from entering Hopkins Street when 
there are children to be crossed at 
that location. The two crosswalks are 
widely spaced and it is my duty to

Traffic 
Engineer 
to discuss 
Shawsheen 
School 


Kae Krekorian. State Traffic Engi- 
meer, will attend the Selectmen's 
Meeting in the Town Hall next Tues- 
day, at the request of Town Manager 
Sterling Morris. to discuss traffic 
Conditions at the Shawsheen School. 

A near melodramatic meeting was 
held. of mothers of children at the 
School, and town officals. last Thurs- 
day morning. to discuss the pro- 
blems. Organizers were Mrs Ann 
Linehan and Mrs Carole Redler. The 
Chief of Police. Supt. of Schools. and 
other officials. including Selectman 
Banda, were among those present 

The ladies told the Town Officials 
that no State Highway Safety Survey 
had been done at the Shawsheen School 
since its inception, and that the only 
recorded survey was in 1967 

The speed limit. at the School. the 
ladies said, was 35 pmmiles an hour 
and Mr. Krekorian has not been in- 
formed of any pending school con- 
struction. 

The state regulations for speed in 
School Zones. the ladies said. is 20 
miles-an hour, but Shawsheen Avenue 
has not been re-designated as a School 
Zone. Further. it cannot be so des: 
ignated until the Town Officials so 
request, the ladies said 

Coupled with the planned protest 
program was a complaint of the lack 
of sidewalks, not only along Shaw 
sheen Avenue and Lake Street. but 
also from some ladies who live near 
the Tewksbury line. off Main Street 

Sidewalks are cheuper than the bus:

Approximately 45 employees are in the Wilmington Town 
Employees union, for whom the bargainer is Attorney Jos- 
eph F. Courtney of Andover Street, a former Town Mana- 
ger of Wilmington. - 

The Public Buildings Department of the Town of Wilming- 
ton, with approximately 40 employees, is represented by the 
American Federation of State, County and Municipal Em- 
ployees, Their agent, John H. Danielson, will represent 
them with the Town Manager 

The 45 members of the Wilmington Police Department, 
which have their own union, are to be represented by Sgt 
Don Mercier, and the thirty employees in the Fire Depart 
ment are being represented by Lester Smith Jr 

The Town Budget by law should be complete on the 20th 
of December, which means that the Town Manager should 
finish his bargaining before December first

Strange as it 
may seem. a large number of un- 
certainties may be combined to 
form certainties that can be pre- 
dicted with reasonable accurza 

For many years insurance com- 
panies have compiled statistics 
regarding the number of dezaths 
of indiciduals. From a sutudy 
of these’ figures it is possible to 
determine very nearly the exact 
number of people in a given 
group who will die each yaear 
The insurance companies cannot 
accurately predict who will die. 


but they can estimate how many 
will die, On the basis of these 
figures life insurance rates are 
calculated

CHARGERS SWEEP 


All three of the Wilmington Pop 
Warner Football Squads were vic 
torious in games played last weekend 
Last Friday night, Coach Curriers 
‘C’ Eleven rolled to their third con- 
secutive seasonal win, 388 over 
Medford. And in Sunday's twin bill 
at the High School, the ‘B’ Team 
crushed Malden 28-6 for their four 
straight wins, while the ‘A’ Squad 
got back in the win column dropping 
Lexington 36-8. 


Paced by Randy Foster's four touch 
downs the ‘C’ team coasted to their 
win at Town Park last week. Fol- 
lowing an interception of an errant 
Malden, pass early in the first period 
Foster took a pitch from quarterback 
Tommy Bavita and swept right end 
for 29 yards and the initial score 
of the game. Foster rushed for the 
two points and an 8-0 lead. Randy's 
other touchdown came on runs of 23, 
25, and 6 yards respectively. The 
fifth score came on Tommy Gillis 
3 yard plunge late in the first half 
This touchdown was set up by Jack 
Nickerson’s 30 yard punt return, set 
ting up the Chargers in excellent field 
position at the Malden 
position at the Malden 13. Mark 
Peabody picked up four points in 
the win with a pair of two ppoint 
conversions. The mighty midget, co- 
captain Richard Fiorillo ran well 
again to continue his fine performance 
of the previous two games 
Coach Larenson's ‘B’ Team scored 
early and often to build up a 28-0 
half time lead en route to their 
fourth win witout a loss in the lid 
lifter last Sunday afternoon. On the 
fourth play from scrimmage in the 
ball game quarterback Jim Stewart 
hit halfback Bob Aprile with a 51 
yard scoring pass and the boys were 
off and running 6-0. The conversion 
pass failed, Some two minutes later 
Larry Cushing blocked a Malden punt 
at ‘the 20 yard line setting up the 
second Charger score.

The 
drive started on the Malden 40, and 
took only five plays, included in the 
march were 11 and 9 yard passes 
thrown by Stewart to Aprile and 
Arron Brown respectively. In the 
second half of play, Coach Lawren- 
son cleared the bench as every boy 
saw considerable action. Malden 
averted a shutout scoring on a 26 
yard pass play late in the final 
stanza 
Coach Barry's ‘A* team parlayed an 
intercepted pass and a blocked punt 
into a pair of first half touchdowns 
and went on to post their first win 
in league competition. The Chargers 
are now 2-1-1 on the season, Early 
in the opening frame Dana Mullarky 
picked off an errant Lexington pass 
at the Chargers 47 and ran it back 
to the Lancers 36. On the first play 
Bob Bavota busted off tackle for an 
apparent score, but a personal foul 
penalty nullified the score pushing 
the Chargers back to the 47 yards 
line.

On the first play of the second 
period Bavota partially delected a 
Lexington punt at the Lancers 43 
and in, seven plays the Chargers 
scored the 34 before busting. off 
tackle for three yards and, a Char- 
gers touchdwon. Kraz also rushed 
for the extra points) and the ‘A 
team led at half time. 16-0. 

Following the second half kickoff 
the Chargers scored again this time 
they needed only two plays. a 22 yard 
gallop by Bavota and a 32 yard burst 
off tackle by Kraz for the TD

Capital Budget Items 


Capital budget items were the main 
topic of discussion at the Planning 
Board meeting Tuesday night at the 
Town House. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris ap- 
peared at the meeting to ask the 
Board's advice onseveral projects to 
be proposed at the tentatively sche- 
duled Special Town Meeting in Novem- 
ber.

Priorities have not been set on the 
projects although the construction of 
a $13.5 million high school would 
seem to be foremost in the voters’ 
minds they for or against it. The 
figure which will be presented to the 
Town will be $13.7 million and in- 
cludes land acquisition. 

Other capital expenditure items to 
be suggested include arterial streets 
reconstruction . with an estimated 
cost of $250,000 per mile. the num- 
ber of miles per year yet to be de- 
cided, and land acquisition for con- 
servation purposes with $25,000 alloted 
per year. 

The growth of the Town in both a 
commercial and rsidential sense has 
led to the need for more traffic con- 
trol signals and a downtown muni- 
cipal parking lot for shopper and 
commuters. The latter item has an 
estimated cost of $80.00, 

Solid” waste and garbage disposal 
systems, changing the water system, 
and extending the sewer system, are 
included on ‘the shopping list’.

New Medicare 
Regulations 


Beginning January 1972. Medicare 
patients will pay the first $60.00 of 
the hospital bill If he stays in 
the hospital more than’ 60 days. he 
will pay $15 per day for the 61st 
through the 9th day. If he has a 
post hospital stay of over 20 days. 
in an exteded care facility, he will 
pay $7.50 per day toward the cost 
of the 2ist day through the 100th 
day 

The increase is mandatory under 
the law. which requires an annual 
review of hospital costs under Medi- 
care and an adjustment of the protion 
of the bill for which Medicare bene- 
ficiary is responsible if these costs 
have risen substantially
